Newtown Boro Faces Critical Decision

Historic Newtown, 
which 
began 
about 300 
years ago when William Penn swapped wampum 
for 5,000 acres, is blinking uncertainly at the 
future. Those ivy - covered Colonial brownstones 
may soon be joined by some fam iliar accouter­ 
ments of “the new life:” 
a shopping center, 
garden apartm ents, and a home development. 
Many citizens, including 
Newtown’s 
bus­ 


inessmen, are opposed to these developments. 
They’re expected to voice objections at a public 
hearing tomorrow on a proposed seven-acre 
shopping center for the Luff Farm . Tentative 
plans call for two large stores and seven sm aller 
ones. The hearing will be held before the town­ 
ship supervisors at the Goodnoe Elem entary 
School, Frost Lane. 


Businessmen fear the shopping center will 
take away some of their business. They say 
there are enough stores already established to 


serve the com m unity’s needs. Furtherm ore, they 
claim, new businesses could come into the many 
vacant facilities in the center of town. 


Other citizens fear Newtown will lose its 
historical flavor if it gives way to apartm ents 
and housing developments. There are reportedly 
several petitions for garden apartm ents up for 
consideration. In addition, Hyman Korman, the 
noted builder, is expected to build an initial de­ 
velopment of 250 homes. 


Proponents of the shopping center, on the 


other hand, say such a development would in­ 
crease tax ratables and hence, offer tax relief 
to the citizenry. They claim, too, it would bring 
additional shopping advantages to residents. 


The center will be on Yardley Road adjacent 
to the Newtown Cemetery, just on tile outskirts 
of the borough.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
House 
Agriculture Committee 
today approved a scaled-down 
version of President Johnson’s 
nationwide food stamp propos­ 
al. Changes made in the plan 
could drastically curtail partici­ 
pation in it. 


The bill, approved by a vote 
of 18 to 16, would require that 
participating states pay half the 
cost of food stamps which are 
given to needy families to use 
like money to buy food. 
On 
agriculture 
committee 
source said that if this amend­ 
ment were left in, the entire 
program might be ignored by 
the states. 
He observed that in the past, 
states interested in the food 
stamp plan had been extremely 
reluctant to finance any of the 
cost. Most of the areas where 
the plan has been tested are in 
a seriously depressed condition 
Under the bill as originally 
proposed, the food stamps were

‘Best Years Of My L ite 
Victim Of Cancer Passes Deadline 


Crime Rate At Same Level 
With Offenses 'Adjusted1 


EDITORS NOTE: UPI staff 
correspondent Clarence Rawl­ 
ings underwent surgery for 
cancer five years ago. This 
week he passed the medical 
deadline of five years without 
recurrence. Here are his ob­ 
servations on “the best years 
of my life.”

LOS ANGELES (UPI) - De­ 
spite impressive medical ad­ 
vances in recent years in the 
fight against cancer, the dis 
*»agf remains one of the most 
feared of mankind’s afflictions. 
Even the word cancer — or 
its medical term “carcinoma’’ 
—has an ominous tone. The ab­ 
breviation 
“ca” 
doesn’t help 
much. 
It 
should 
be 
remembered, 
however, that fear is usually a 
result of a lack of knowledge. 
Cancer is not quite as ominous 
as it sounds — if it is discov 
ered in time. 
I’m 
not 
saying 
I 
wasn’t 
frightened when I was told I 
had cancer five years ago. And 
I’ve kept in contact with doc­ 
tors since then to make sure 
there are no signs of a recur­ 
rence. 
The doctors say that if there 
is no recurrence of the disease 
within five years after the ini­ 
tial treatment, the treatment is 
considered a success. I have 
passed 
that 
magic 
five-year 
mark now, and I feel that I am 
one of the luckiest guys in the 
world for having had those five 
years. They were among the 
best years of my life. 
Led Normal Life 
I’ve led a normal life during 
those years — as normal as a 
newsman’s life can be, that is 
—and am looking forward to 
many more years of healthy, 
interesting living. 
Some aren’t so fortunate. My 
sister-in-law died of stomach 
cancer at the same time that 
I was on the operating table 
with chest cancer. 
I was just 26 years old when 
I was told I had cancer*. The 
infection was in the lymphatic 
glands on the left side of my 
upper 
chest 
area. 
Of 
nine 
lymph nodes removed during 
the operation, seven were ma 
lignant — but apparently the 
malignancy had spread no fur­ 
ther. 
As a precaution, there was a 


second 
exploratory 
surgery 
with no malignancy showing up 
—and subsequent X-ray thera 
py, or cobalt treatments in the 
area of my chest. The amount 
of radiation given was the max­ 
imum allowed for safety—until 
my skin began to peel away. 
The only signs that remain of 
(his today is a long scar run­ 
ning diagonally down across my 
chest, w i t h my skin stretched 
tight across my ribcage with no 
fatty tissue or chest muscles 
underneath. 


One of the most frightening apy, I learned to use normally Dooley, the famous “jungle doc 
aspects of the case for me was 
the fact that immediately after 
surgery — 
and 
for 
several 
weeks afterward — I was un­ 
able to use 
my l e f t arm 
or hand. This was because of 
the removal of chest muscles 
that usually are used to manip­ 
ulate the arm and hand. 
I thought: “ How can I. be a 
news writer when I can’t use 
my left hand to type with?’’

The number of juvenile court

The decline in

ities without a hearing in court. 
414 Cases 
There was a total of 414 ad­ 
visory (or adjusted) cases in 
1963. 
About 20 per cent of the crim- 
nal court cases in Doylestown 
lest year involved juveniles, al­ 
though a juvenile, technically, 
can’t be charged with a crime, 
except in certain cases, such as 
murder. A total of 251 boys and 
21 girls went before the court 
in 1963.
